Frow  the  Bill  establishing  Circuit  Courts, 
which  was  passed  by  the  House  of  Re- 
presentatives, at  the  last  Session  cf  out 
General  Assembly. 

BE  it  tnacled.  That  the  preTent  Ge- 
neral Court  lhall  continue,  and  (hall  be 
compofed  of  the  judges  who  now  conlti 
tute  it,  together  with  the  judges  wh< 
lhall  bv-  appointed  under  this  A 61,  and 
fuch  other  judges  as  fnall  be  hereafter 
added  and  commiflioned  for  that  purpoTe; 
and  in  addition  to  the  tlx  Judges  now  i 
of.ice,  there  (hall  be  five  others  appoin 
ed  and  conimiflioned,  all  of  whom  ilia  I] 
hereafter  be  judges  of  the  general  court. 
The  faid  judges  (any  lix  of  whom  lhall 
be  a  fufikient  number  to  make  a  court) 
!'':all  hold  the  general  court  two  terms  ; 
year,  at  the  Capitol  in  Frankfort,  tocom 
mence  on  thenrft  Mondays  in  April  and 
November,  and  lhall  fit  twenty  four  days 
each  term,  exclufive  of  Sundays,  if  the 
bufmefs  before  them  require  it. 


The  Courts  of  quarter  femons  and 
diftricl  courts,  fliall  be  aboliflied  ;  and  a 
circuit  court,  which  lhall  be  fo  called, 
lhall  be  held  in  each  county  three  times  a 
year. 

Each  circuit  court  fliall  fit,  if  the  bu- 
finefi  before  them  requires  it,  fix  dayt 
fucceffiveljr,  and  no  longer.  And  the 
circuit  courts  refpe&ivcly  lhall  have  ju- 
.  ifdiclion  over  all  perfons,  and  in  .11  ca- 
fes matters  and  things,  at  common  lavr 
and  in  chancery,  ariliiig  in  their  refpi  t  - 
tive  counties,  except  where  the  debt  i,r 
demand  lhall  be  under  five  pouh  . 

T!ie  judges  of  tiie  general  fcotirt  fliall  be 
the  judges  of  the  circuit  cow'*-,  and  it 
lhall  be  the  duty  of  thefaid  judges'  to  at- 
tend the  faid  circuit  conns',  allotting 
among  thtnifclvcs,  onfce  in  everi  vear,  at 
their  general  ci^urt  in  April,  the  coun- 
ties they  fliall  refpetlively  attend 
for  the  enfuing  terms,  one  jtulge  to  each 
court:  Provided,that  hojudg  : i^aiibe  al- 
lotted to  the  county  where  heflttQ  tefde; 
which  allottment  lhall  be  entered  of  re- 
cord in  the  general  court,  and  copicf 
thereof  be  tranfmitted  by  each  judge  to 
his  circuit  courts,  and  there  entered  of 
record  at  their  next  term.  And  in  cafe 
any  circuit  judge  cannot  attend  his 
court,  at  any  term,  but  lhall  procure  an- 
other circuit  judge  to  attend  for  him,  the 
proceedings  of  Inch  procured  judge  fliall 
be  as  legal  as  if  done  by  the  allotted 
judge. 

Each  circuit  Court  fliall  have  power  to 
hear  &  determine  all  treal'ons,m:i,  dei  s, fe- 
lonies and  other  crimes  andmifdemeanori 
committed  in  the  county  for  which  faid 
court  fnall  be  held.  But  w  hen  any  per- 
fon charged  with  a  criminal  offence, 
fliall  be  committed  to  the  circuit  court 
jail  for  trial,  he  fliall  have  it  in  his  power 
to  require  a  trial  before  two  judges  of 
the  circuit  court's;  which  requifitioH 
fliall  be  in  writing  and  ligned  by  the  prir 
foner,  and  by  him  delivered  to  the  flierifT 
or  jailor  within  ten  days  after  his  com-

I  h  (h»ll  be  the  duty  of  the  feveral  dif- 
1  'trki  court  clerks,  within  fifteen  days  af- 
ter the  clerk  lhall  be  appointed  to  the 
:  cn\  uit  courts,  to  be  holdcn  in  the  c'oun- 
.  tie:  in  which  the  dillricl  courts  now  fit* 
j  to  deliver  to  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
j  courts  for  faid  counties,  all  papers  re- 
I  cdrds  and  books  of  every  deicti;  tion,  be- 
longing to  then  refpecTive  offices,  And 
it  fnall  be  the  duty  of  the  feveral  quar- 
ter feffion  court  clerks,  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  clerks  fliall  be  appointed 
to  the  circuit  courts  of  the  counties  to 
which  they  refpedtively  belong,  to  deli- 
ver to  the  clerks  of  "the  faid  circuit 
courts  for  each  county,  all  papers,  re- 
cords, books,  and  every  thing  elfe  be- 
longing to  their  refpe&ive  offices.

Each  fudge  fliall  receive  annually  for 
his  fervices,  fix  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
pai.d  quarterly. 

It  fliall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  ge- 
neral to  attend  the  court  of  appeals,  the 
general  court,  and  federal  court,  and 
:ippear  in  all  moti  on-,  profecu'ions,  and 
fuits,  wherein  the  intcreft  af  the  com- 
monwealth may  he  involved.  And  the 
faid  attorney  general  (lull  receive  for  his 
fervices,  three  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, to  be  paid  in  quarterly  payment!.

M Head-Quarters  Florence, 

October  iytt\  qtb  year. 

"Asfoonasthe  Auftr'un  major  fent 
to  Milan,  had  returned  to  Florence,  Gen. 
Sommariva  took  every  means  to  excite  a 
general  infurrecVion.  He  caufed  all  his 
troops  to  inarch  forward,  and  the  tocfm 
to  be  founded  in  Florence  and  tlie  neigh- 
boring country.  Lo!  the  pledge  of  the 
promife*  which  have  been  made  to  us, 
and  which  evidently  had  no  other  objecd 
but  to  gain  time.  To  fupply  the  want  of 
minlcets,  pikes  were  dillributed  in  the  vil- 
lages. There  was  a  depot  of  them  at 
Hirherino,  which  I  have  caufed  to  be 
brought  to  Bologne.  The  leafl  delay  in 
my  march  would  have  been  attended  with 
great  inconveniences.  The  prefence  of 
the  French  in  Tufcany,  has  been  thought 
neceffary  by  feveral  partizans  of  the 
Grand  Duke  themfelves,  who  felt  that 
the-  honor  of  the  French  army  required 
the  meafures  which  you  have  ordered.  I 
have  found  this  opinion  ftrong'y  accre- 
dited here.  The  extraordinary  levies 
infpired,  befides,  a  very  lively  fear  for 
the  interior  of  Tufcany,  and  their  pay 
w-isan  enormous  weight,  which  this  ftate 
coald  not  fupport.  I  have  ohferved  the 
highetft  refbecx  towards  the  Auftrian 
troops.  Thofe  wliich  were  in  the  Tuf- 
can port,  which  furrendered  its  arms,  and 
thole  which  had  been  left  at  Florence,  fet 
out  to  day  for  Ancona.  Nothing  has 
puffed  that  could  in  the  flighted  degree 
affect  the  armiftice,  and  all  the  ofriccrs 
have  acknowledged  in  this  proceedure, 
that  the  occupation  of  1  ufcany  ought  not 
to  dirain'ifll  the  harmony  that  prevails  be- 
tween the  two  armies.

44  i  fend  you  a  ropy  of  a  d»;cree  which  I 
was  obliged  to  ordain  011  my  arrival,  to 
prevent  the  public  adminirtration  from 
faliinr;  into  diffolution.  I  was  folicited 
by  the  prpvifional  government  which  the 
re^.-ncy  of  Florence  inftitnted  at  its  de- 
parture. The  members  of  this  govern- 
ment requeft  to  be  di [miffed,  as  they  are 
already  engaged  in  other  employ  its 
to  which  they  give  the ,  pr-jferenc^.  I 
have  not  confented  to  their  removal,  and 
await  v/mr  anfwer  on  this  point.  I  have 
ordered  fuch  perfons  as  were  confined  for 
matter  of  opinion,  to  be  fet  at  liberty. 
The  provifional  government,  thouph  the 
avowed  parfifan  of  Auf>ri^,  has  itfelf 
judged  tliis  meafure  neceffary.  The  fe- 
verities  es'ercifed  by  the  regency  extend 
to  above  twenty  thoufand  families.  It 
has  bean  a  real  tyranny,  and  has  made  vis 
friends.  S'lo  ild  he  occupy  Tufcany  for 
fome  time,  I  think  it  would  be  noceffarv 
to  confide  the  feveral  branches  of  admin- 
irtration to  men  lefs devoted  to  our  ene- 
mies. The  public  tranquility  and  the 
fervice  of  the  troops  require  it.

rhe  road  toRoufe,  and  to  Nrplcs,  to  the 

fiepublicaus  ;  and  it  is  very  probable 
Hiat  they  will  travel  it  at  fome  period  in 
ne  winter;  and  that  the  emperor  of 
.uffia  having  by  a  recent  treaty,  guaren- 
;ed  to  the  king  of  Naples  his  crown  and 
.■is  flates,  that  i'overeign  will  again  find 
himfelf  in  direct:  oppofition  With  the 
French  republic,  and  will  have  a  good  op- 
portunity of  re-entering  the  lilts,  if  fuch 
are  his  real  difpofiiions.  We  have  more- 
over to  obferve  that  the  invafion  of  Tuf- 
cany by  the  French  was  one  of  the  cauf- 
es  which  determined  the  court  of  Vienna 
to  recommence  the  war  in  1799;  and 
that  the  value  which  it  sttuches  to  that 
fovereignty,  does  not  allow  them  patient- 
ly to  fuffer  the  fpoilation  of  a  prince  who 
is  fo  immediate  a  member  of  tiie  imperial 
family. 

The  diplomatic  relations  betwixt  the 
courts  of  Vienna  and  St.  Peteriburgh  j 
which  have  been  fufpended  for  fome  time 
are  on  the  eve  of  being  renewed.

1 —  The  ancient  treaties,  conventions 
and  llipulations  fliall  b£  anew  approved 
by  the  fignatures  of  the  Dey,  and  agent 
of  the  Republic. 

2 —  The  Regency  of  Algiers  fliall  ref- 
tore  to  the  French  Republic  the  conces- 
sions of  Africa,  in  the  fame  manner  and 
on  tiie  fame  conditions  as  formerly  en- 
joyed by  France,  in  virtue  of  ancient 
treaties,  and  conformably  to  that  of  1700. 

3 —  The  goods,  money  and  effecis, 
which  the  agents  of  the  Regency  took 
from  the  faclories,  fl-.all  be  rcftored,  a  de- 
duction being  made  for  the  fame,  wliich 
have  been  applied  to  pay  debts  due  St. 
Les  Lifmcs,  (hall  not  be  demanded  until 
the  day  in  which  the  French  (ball  be  rc- 
eftabliihfed  in  the  ftores. 

5 — Frenchmen  fliall  never  be  held  in 


Algiers  as  flaves,   under,  any  pretext 

whatever' 

6 — The  coinmiflary  general  of  the  Re  - 
public, lhall  enjoy  the  pre-eminence  over 
all  the  agents  of  other  nations. 

On  the  8th  Vendemaire,  this  peace  was 
proclaimed  in  the  affembled  Divan. 

On  the  fame'  day,  Citizen  Duboia 
Thainville  was  prefented  to  the  Dey,  and 
delivered  Ids  letters  of  credence. 

'i'he  Prince  received  him  with  every 
demonftration  of  friendfhip,  appeared 
much  gratified  with  the  compliments  paid 
him  by  Citizen  Thainvile,  in  the  name  of 
the  Firft  Confulr  and  replying  in  thefe 
words — "Lejt  us  forget  the  part. — I  hope 
we  may  be  better  friends  than  ever." 

The  principal  officers  of  the  Regency 
likewife  gave  him  tokens  of  affection,  not 
lefs  fatisf.i  dorv,  and  the  foreign  conful* 
haftened  to  felicitate  him  on  the  fuccefs 
of  his  million. 

The  French  alfo  immediately  re-hoiftcd 
the  national  colors,  and  the  tri-colored 
flag  now  floats  on  the  top  of  the  houfe  of 
th;  Commiffary  General  of  the  French 
Republic.

According  to  orders  I  have  received 
from  my  government,  I  hereby  notify  to 
you,  the  termination  of  the  armiftice — 
hollilities  will  therefore  commence  in  14 
days  from  this  date,  that  is,  on  the  iid 
day  of  November.

Accounts  from  Conftant'uiople  ftate, 
that  the  French  had  eroded  the  defait, 
and  taken  Gazn — Several  Pevs  learning 
that  the  intention  of  the  Grand  Vizier 
was  to  reftore  Egypt  to  the  immediate 
dominion  of  the  Grand  Seignior,  took  up 
arms  and  joined  the  French  troo^«« 
November  24. 

Foreign  corn  has  attained  r.  price  ne- 
ver before  known  in  this  country.  A- 
nrierican  and  Baltic  mixed  wheat,  having 
within  the  laft  week,  advanced  from  125s 
to  135s  per  quarter — Baltic  red  wheat 
has  rifen  10s,  and  Hamburgh  and  lire- 
men  wheat  25s  per  quarter.

of  impotent  refentment,  or  the  govern- 
ment of  this  country  is  to  be  hi 


any  afils  unworthy  of  itfe If,  by  the  oa-! 
pricious  conduct  of  even  the  felf-created 
Grand  Matter  of  Malta. 

Some  of  the  ihips  which  were  at  Nar-j 
vo  and  Riga,  made  their  efcape,  and' 
have  reached  Elfineur.  The  number  de- 
tained is'eftimated  at  300 — their  cargoes 
are  of  confiderable  value.  The  report  of 
the  fequeAration  of  Britifti  property 
throughout  Raffia  is  alfo  current — and  it 
is  alfo  reported,  that  nn  order  has  heeii 
figned  by  Paul,  that  paflpofts  fliould  be 
delivered  to  every  Rutliuii  Blip  that  tails, 
containing  a  notification  that  if  the  fliip 
fnould  be  attempted  to  be  violated  by  the 
.Englifh,  the  fame  ihould  be  regarded  atl 
a  declaration  of  war. 

Though  no  embargo  on  Ruffian  fiiips  in 
Inglilh  ports,  has  been  ordered,  there 
being  none  to  ftop  as  we  can  hear  ol, 
meafures  equally  holVile,  were  lelolved 
-on  in  "the  council  held  at  Buckingham 
houfe,  on  Friday.  The  Ruffian  merch- 
ants, feeing  the  oppreffion  and  injuitic«-o< 
being  called  on  to  pay  to  perlons  in  ilui- 
Jia,  for  cargoes  Which  they  have  Co  little 
chance  of  obtaining,  applied  to  govern- 
ment for  an  order  of  council,  proMhitiftg 
the  payment  of  bills  from  Ruuia,  or  oth- 
-erwii'e'  remitting  money  thither.  Tliis 
■order  was  made  by  the  King  i:i  council, 
after  confnlting  the  attorney  and  folicil- 
■or  generals  on  the  fuhjedt.  In  the  mean 
time,  the  merchants  held  another  meet- 
ing, and  refolved  that  they  fhould  pay 
tlu  bdls  they  had  accepted,  but  that  they 
•Should  accept  no  more. 

This  mail  alio  confirms  the  report  of 
the  capture  of  Cuxhavcn  by  the  King  of 
Trufin.  On  the  21ft  ult.  1800  Pruliian

that  they  are  determined  to  try  the  quef- 
tion  of  our  right  to  viat  ncutr.d  Ibipr, 
efpecially  if  they  can  eniift  an; 
power  under  their  banner,  either  bj 
threats  or  perfualion,  and  we  fli all  [WJt  u, 
-farprlfed  to  find  that  the  influenza  may 
<xtend  fomewhat  farther,  we  fiud  the;, 
be  able  to  dillinguiih  our  foei  from  our 
pretended  friends.

Every  account  from  Egypt  agree*,  in 
the  determination  of  the  French  to  re- 
tain that  country.  Menou  has  been  join- 
ed by  feveral  Beys  and  their  pa:  Tan;., 
particularly  in  the  South,— and  had  ern- 
bodied and difciplined  all  the  Greeks  able 
to  bear  arms,  not  excepting  the  crew  of

rial majefty  ;  and  the  Swedifh  enigma  ap 
pears  about  to  be  explained  by  a  complete 
invetfion  of  the  fentimerts  and  characters 
of  his  councils.

the  Ruffian  fleet. 

A  treaty  hasbeen  enteredinto  between 
•lie  king  ofGreat  Britain  and  the  elector 
of  Mentz,  on  the  4th  Nov.  by  which  he 
fnrnilhcs  3464  men  to  fight  the  French, 
at  30  dollars  per  head,  and  80  dollars 
man  and  horfe.
